Une  of  the  outstanding  recommendations  ol 
the  Customs  Commission  which  inquired  ini  > 
smuRKllng  charges  was  that  there  should  be 
subfituntlal  reduction  in  the  number  of  Cu-stoiuh 
ports  in  the  country,  Seemingly  the  Oovernmeni. 
whatever  it  may  have  done  to  Imptoment  other 
racommendations  to  prevent  .'^mugRllnK  in  the 
future,  has  not  yet  acted  on  one  of  the  main 
suggestions.  If  it  had  It  would  ilot  be  haeaiaai  y 
now  for  the  Commercial  Protectlva  ^JiOCiatlon  to 
came  forward  and  a4vocate  proposals  which  have 
been  made  tlAe  and  again  durtng  the  past  tuo 
yaars.  That  association  wants  the  Cu.-^toms  porl.i 
radically  reduced,  it  points  out  that  in  Great 
Britain  there  are  only  eighty  -such  ports  and  m 
the  United  States  7:'Ji  whereas  Canada  has  681. 
The  specific  recommendation  made  Is  that  400 
of  the  Canadum  porta  should  be  eloaed. 

The  Government  has  been  g,low  to  close  any 
ports  becau.sr  It  appears  many  were  creatad  in 
the  first  place  to  provide  political  appointments. 
It  la  tha  eaalaat  thing  in  the  world  to  induce  a 
Oovernment  to  nd<q>t  a  policy  which  wlU  provide 
openings  m  the  way  of  patronage  for  lift  follow- 
ers; It  ia  oaa  of  the  most  difficult  to  persuade  it 
to  reduce  Its  cohorts  of  employeei.  In  the  matter 
of  the  multiplicity  of  Customs  ports  In  this  coun- 
try It  Ls  a  known  fact  that  many  of  them  do  not 
collect  siiffirient  In  duty  for  the  purpose  of  their 
own  maintenance.  It  Is  possible  that  some  of 
them  do  no  boalness  whatever.  So  far  as  la 
known  those  recommendations  In  the  report  of 
the  Customs  Commission  that  have  been  adopted 
toy  the  Government  are  those  that  involve  In- 
creased expenditures.  The  ohlaf  recommenda- 
tion for  economy  In  the  service,  namely,  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  In  officialdom  l.s.  as  yet. 
Ignored  The  credit  for  having  brought  about 
the  Customs  Commission  belongs  to  Mr.  H  H. 
Starana  '  (Vancouver) .  He  can  supplement  the 
aircelient  work  he  has  done  by  bringing  the  at- 
tantion  of  Parliament  to  the  laxity  of  the  Oov- 
amment  In  dealing  with  one  of  the  chief  recom- 
mendations made,  and  one  which  would  un- 
doubtedly, il  put  into  effect,  close  down  many 
airaauai  for  amvgf Unf  fooda  tatio  Canada.

On  such  an  i.ssue  as  the  best  means  to  promote 
peace  there  are  inevitably  cleavages  of  thought. 
Those  moat  seriously  Imbued  with  the  peoice 
complex  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  way  bet- 
ter calculated  to  promote  their  aim  than  the 
reduction  and  the  final  abolition  of  armaments. 
Again  and  again  they  remind  us  that  armaments 
are  the  cause  of  war.  Not  so  many  years  ago 
thara  waa  a  very  general  belief  that  preparedness, 
or  full  national  Insurance  In  the  way  of  defence, 
was  the  best  way  to  forestall  the  possibility  of 
war,  slnea  no  nation  was  likely  to  attack  another 
if  It  felt  there  was  little  prospect  of  a  successful 
lasue  of  the  conflict.  Of  rival  outlooks  on  the 
best  road  to  travel  on  the  wav  to  peace  It  Is 
hardly  nece.'^.iary  to  comment.  There  will  always 
be  differences  of  opinion,  honest  differences 
Vhleh  wUl  continue  to  sway  mankind.  The 
X^togue  nf  Nations  Society  Is  pur.sulng  an  en- 
otoUng  work  In  Its  efforts  to  create  a  feeling  of 
MOUrlty  which  will  make  armaments  no  longer
